Mere Theorists. 


The curious thing- about Uror. Einstein, the relativity man, 


is that with all the stir he has made in the world, he remains a 
"mere theorist." He is not a scientist in the usual sense of the 
word. 
He does not perform experiments, observing the 


processes and results, step by step, and then drawing conclu- 
sions. He draws his conclusions purely out of his own head, 
by sheer reasoning, and leaves the demonstration of them to 
other men- 


And wonderful to relate, when hard-headed scientists willing 


to do the experimental drudgery set to work to test his theories, 
they usually find, after long and laborious experimentation, 
just about what the uncanny professor has told them they 
would find. 


There was a new example of this just the other day, when 


Canadian scientists at the University of Toronto announced 
that observations they had made in Australia, during an eclipse 
of the sun last September, confirmed Einstein's theory that 
light does not always travel in straight lines, but is bent by 
gravitation. 


This sort of thing tends to give theory more prestige than 


it has had in recent years. One of these times it may be ad- 
mitted that even in the realm of business,or politics or diplo-j 
/macy, a specially gifted man who uses his brain merely to think j 
with may serve a useful purpose. He may know some thhigs' 
that escape the attention of the practical men who are too much 
immersed in details to get a true slant on their work.

-Invisible Pedestrians. 


There is a mounting list of automobile victims killed at 


night. Tragedies of this sort seem far harder to prevent than 
most other kinds, because the usual standards of carefulness 
on the part of the drivers do not apply. An automobilist may 
be obeying every traffic rule, and driving as .carefully as possi- 
ble, and yet run over a pedestrian on a dark street or road be- 
cause he is unable to see the victim. 


Here is a case where, as matters stand, the person on -foot 


has to do nearly all of the safeguarding. He can see the auto- 
mobile plainly, when it is properly lighted, and get out of the 
way if the driver is driving as he should. 
The driver often 


cannot see the person on foot at all until he is right upon him. 
This is especially true of persons crossing the street midway j 
between regular crossings, in dark blocks. And'it is a fact| 
which ought to be more widely recognized than it is. 
- An obvious remedy is to have all the streets and roads so 
brightly lighted that every pedestrian, no matter how he is 
dressed, will be made clearly visible. But that costs a great 
deal of money. It helps considerably when a pedestrian wears 
something white that wiU mark him out in the darkness. White 
clothing is an excellent protection.

promised to be good, saying: 


"I regret very much the damage that may have been done 


by my reported chapel talk. The effects, as reported by the 
press, are at variance with the spirit in which I gave it. In 
view of the possibilities of further misunderstanding, I hereby 
agree not to discuss the subject under controversy in any of- 
ficial capacity, or through the public press, during the remain- 
der of my stay in this institution." • 


No exception can be taken to this attitude. The professor, 


does not change his opinion, and is not required to, but keeps | 
his opinion to himself. That should be easy enough, seeing 
that evolution has nothing to do, with physics and mathe- 
matics. It does seem curious, though, to the general American 
public, that controversies of this sort, supposed to have died 
out since the end of the last century, should become; so active 
again as to force a gag rule in many public and private insti- 
tutions of higher education.

"This class includes men with intel- 
lectual and financial ability to mak 
speculative investments, and who can 
if necessary*, bear losses without injury 
to themselves or others. 


"The United States

has said that speculation by competen: 
men has value in avoiding or mitigat 
ing catastrophes,'equalizing prices an< 
providing for periods of want." 


In discussing the subject of shor 


selling. President McDougal says

the report: "Short selling, being an | ketin 
indispensible feature of future trading, 
ought to be defended and explained. 
It is almost universally approved by 
economists and practical grain men.' 
The chief benefit . to i -the market

short selling is to put on the brakes 
against any undue fall or rise in price,, 
thus keeping prices on a more::even 
keel. It is beneficial to all'intere'sts'to 
have the big fluctuations thus elimi- 
nated, for grain can then be handled, 
at smaller risk, on smaller margins, 
that is more to the producer and less 
to the consumer.
